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ANOTHER  outstanding  win- 
dow is  the  Forbes-Meagher 
window   on   Main  street, 
where  two  of  the  most  interest- 
ting  Chickering  pianos  in  the 
world  are  on  display. 

The  first  is  the  piano  which 
was  owned  by  the  parents  of 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
and  which  for  many  years  stood 
in  the  parlor  of  the  family  res- 
idence at  28  East  20th  street, 
New  York  City.  It  was  there 
and  on  this  piano  that  the  young 
Theodore  practiced  scales  and 
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learned,  as  many  a  boy  of  his 
time  did,  to  play  the  familiar 
music  of  that  day  .  .  .  pieces 
such  as  "Listen  to  the  Mock- 
ing Bird,"  "Silvery  Shower," 
and  the  immortal  songs  of 
Stephen  Foster. 

The  home  whexe—this  piano 
stood-is'  now  a  memoriaT~mi* 
seum    maintained    in  Roose 
ve'lt's  memory. 

'  The  other  piano  which 
Forbes  -  Meagher  brought  to 
Madison  especially  for  the 
centennial,  is  the  one  which 
stood  on  the  stage  of  Ford's 
theater,  Washington,  on  the 
«ight  of  Lincoln's  assassination, 
AKil  14,  1865. 

ThcTssene  being  playedjit-AHe 
moment  requTfSCt-ar  "piano  and 
Laura  Keene,  the  actress,  had 
loaned  her  Chickering  to  com- 
plete the  stage  setting. 

The  piano,  a  mute  witness  of 
the  tragedy,  was  cherished  by 
Miss  Keene  until  her  death,  and 
was  added  to  the  Chickering  col- 
lection afterwards.
